tlio Cbicfijjo "Times;" DoubL- 
less the terrib]') railway insuvrccliou, 
which has already Llcstioyccl a luiiidred 
millions of property aud inlliuled oveu 
greater iu jury upou the commerco of 
tbo country, is in some degretj a per- 
fectly natural consequence of the great 
niismauagemeut of railway interests by 
these rival moguls of railway gaiabling. 
But, granting all that, it la no time to 
talk about iinoLlier sido to tbo question 
in presence ol an infuriated mob of 
insurgents. The man who said there 
were two sides to the conflict between 
the National authorities and tlie Souch- 
orn rebels said what was true; but in 
the preseace of an armed insurrection 
against the law and order of society 
was not the time to assert the truth. 
"When the mob rises and take's the law 
into its own hands, there is but one 
thing for society, by its eoustituted 
organs, to think of aud to do.

THE NEWS. 

There is no longer room for donbfc. TKo 
EussianB have been eoatidly tbrnshccl. 
The flrat campaign is virlually closetl in 
favor of the Turks. Tho reverse Ims fall- 
]en Avith great Eoverity ou tho Eussiiuis. 
Thoy or.tnnmberetl tha Turks two to ono, 
and tho latter fought in a hostile and re- 
bellious I'rovincG, tho pGoplo of which 
nra strongly impregnated with RuB.-iiui 
ideas and aspirations. Tho \ietory was 
very complete, 'i'he Bussians lost many 
thousands of men. Their army linally 
bocnmo punic-atricteu and tho dofeut 
ended in u rout. Tho Turks capturod 
many prisoners, u largo namber of guns 
and quantilioH of munitions of war. The 
Bupplv of Russian aoUliors being practi- 
cally inoxhaustiblo, reserves aio being 
pnsued forward to till up Iho gaiis niadu 
in tho ranks of thoso in tho iiold. Tho 
campaign juet closed has devolved bril- 
liant strategy ou tho part of theTurks who 
have whipped tho Rii-.sians in Asia ns well 
as in Europe. From London wo Ifarn 
that troops coutinuo to be scut to Jilalla, 
to bo ready in case of emergency. Tho 
diHpatcncs of the last few daya have bean, 
liritibh point of view, decidedly 
favorable. ^ 

Something More Ahout the Spooks. 

Editor Colonist ; As you have 
thought proper to publish your vprsion 
of the Boanco held under test condi- 
tions at my house last night, and ns I 
hardly think you entertain a desire to 
persecute our friend Peck, or to con- 
demn bim unjustly, I have to ask you 
that you will allow nje apace in your 
paper for a few observations. I was 
quite prepared for the conclusion nt 
which j'ou appear to have arrived, yet 
J cannot helij flunking that you have 
beou a Uttlo too hastj- in denouncing 
Mr. Pock as a humbug. It is quite 
true there were no manifestations last 
night that could possibly convince 
anyone, not even those who are inclin- 
ed to think favorably of the Spiritual 
Philosophy, and much less those 
who are chronically skeptical of tho 
great truths which it is calculuted to 
eatablishjkbut it niMtit not bo forgolton 
that one positive demonstration carries 
with it a thousand times greater evi- 
dence of the foot than ten thousand 
negative ones can possibly establi.sb 
against it. You need hardly bo re- 
minded that Jijsus Christ was unable 
on one occasion, at least, to perform 
any woiiderful works on account of 
the unbelief of thoso by whom ho was 
sarrounded. If then, in his time, faith 
alone was so essentially neces.'^ary to the 
tiuccGBS of spirit luanifostatious, is it 
any wonder that Mr. Peck, under the 
conditions to which he so foolishly 
submitted, failed to obtain satisfactory 
results last night? Surely, if scepti- 
cism alone thwarted tho Saviour of 
mankind in his efforts to ttccoinijlish 
" tho great work in xthioh be was then 
engaged, how much more diflBcult was 
the undertaking of Mr. Pock last night, 
confronted us he wa.'J, not only by the 
obstacles presented by the most cou- 
Bummate, I may say, Liu'dshell scep- 
ticism, that could he produced in any 
country, bat also submitted to condi- 
tions which for discomfort could only 
be surijassed by absolute torture, and 
altogether contrary to those iigreed 
upon between Mr. Peck and your com- 
mittee. I do not blame the committee, 
however, for resorting to the uieaus 
adopted by tlicm, bccuuso 1 think its 
members did not, at tho time tli(,'cuir.T 
and straight jacket wero adju.sted to 
he mcLliiuu, intend to Luri.uru him; 
and because tho medium hinisell' did 
not absolutely object to the treutnicnt 
Thathe consented reluctantly none, 
I presume, will attempt to deny, and, 
tho fact that ho did submit, (without 
attempting to discuss his reasons for 
so doing) was a aaOicient iustilication (if 
the committee at that time. I did nut 
myself, for a single moment, suppose 
that the conditions were calculated to 
produce such disastrous effects on the 
• medium, and deprive him of all phy- 
sical comfort, which it must have been 
app;xrent to all when he was taken 
from tho cabinet, had been done. 
What I complain of, is, that when ho 
had been taken from tho cabinet, and 
it was found that tiio conditions agreed 
upon, namely, not to harm him physi- 
cally, had been, (unknowingly per- 
haps; and as 1 am iuelinod to think un- 
iutoutionally) gios.sly violated, you did 
not withhold judgment unlil a fair 
tost under the necessary conditions 
agreed to by your committeo had been 
made. For the information of the 
public I would here say that the in- 
iluences, in producing manifestations, 
make use of tho vital energies of tho 
medium; and hnnco, the nece.-^.sity of 
full physical ea-;e and comfort, ami the 
absence of ovorylhing calculated to 
create anxiety. Every pain (jf the body 
is met and counteracted, if possible, by 
a certain amount of ila vital energy.

at least, been all that could have been 
desired, and the seance had proved 
a failure, it would add very little to the 
evidence against tho Philosopliy of 
Spiritualism.
